Lloyd George does not insist that, 
the Irish envoys shall come with an ad- 
mission of British sovereignty. He mere- 
ly insists that his own representatives 
•will not waive the claim of sovereignty. 
The effect of this is to discard admissions 
on either side and to invite a conference 
with the status of the negotiators unde- 
fined, except to themselves.

It is obvious that this is the only basis 


on which a meeting .can take place.^Lloyd 
George in the event of a failure to reach 
an agreement is protected against contin- 
gency of having recognized thespolitical 
independence of Ireland.

sovereignty. Paraphrasing the Irish re- 
publican leader's o^vn proposal.

al footing. If jt should transpire that an , 
agreement is arrived at for the associa- 
tion of Ireland with the British empire 
aud Ireland does in fact become a mem- 
ber of the union by mutual understand- 
ing, then all of the formulae and all of 
the controversy previously raised amounts 
to nothing and is obliterated.

. that Ireland is prepared

union on a certain basis and on certain 
terms. 
The negotiations show this and 


it could go into conference under no other 
theory. The only question that remains 
to be decided is whether a basis can be 
found that will be acceptable to both 
sides. The world earnestly hopes that 
this basis will be found and.that, the con- 
ference will result in a permanent settle- 
ment of the age-long discord which wilJ^ 
serve the aspirations and welfare of ihe

EYE WASTAGE 


If eyes were purcha-sablc at a dollar forjty a bush 


el, a jrrcat many people would give them better 
x&ro.' It seems to be the established custom among 
far too great a percentage of people to trifle.with 
thelr^ eyes in-the earlier stages of nearly all eye 
diseases: then to become discouraged or alarmed 
and consult some: velf-commended. but utterly un 
qualified "specialist"; and only as a sort of last rc> 
courso to waltc up and seek the skill of the physl 
cian and oculist. Nearly every day some reader 
asks me whether boric acid will strengthen weak 
eyes—which of course it cannot do; whether glass 
ea worn by a" young person who is nearsighted do 
not tend to /weaken the sight—whereas failure to 
wear carefully fitted glasses in such cases Is what 
seriously weakens" the eyes: and whether certain 
eye exercises consisting of moving the eyes up. 
down and from side-to side will improve eye-sight 
when there is some impairment—as though the or- 
dinary use of the eyes were not enough exercise. 


Deplorable neglect of certain eye diseases through 


mistake in diagnosis by. the victims themselves, or 
by their unqualified "specialists" leads to disastrous 
effects.-In certain parts of the country an Insidi- 
ously progressive inflammation ^.popularly called 
"red sore eyes." and "granulated lids" but medical- 
ly termed trachoma, is often mistaken for "pink 
eye.", "eyestrain". even such an absurdity as "cold 
in the eyes"-, and maltreated for weeks and months. 
Since trachoma, unless energetically treated, pro- 
ceeds to a state of more or less blindness, such mis- 
takes are most costly, ignorance maybe bliss, yet 
it is not folly in this instance to be Intelligent. 


Apparently trifling injuries to the ball of the eye 


by cinders, bits of emery, steel, straw,.,grain, and 
other foreign particles, frequently lead to bungling 
efforts on the 'part of the/well meaning by-stander 
to dig out the foreign body. This is always a seri- 
ous matter, and if any exploring or mining is to 
be done in the eye, surely the eye is worth a phy- 
sician's • skill. In plants where such accidents . be- 
fall there should be a rigid rule against amateur 
ophthalmic surgery? for the evil and sometimes dis- 
astrous results may cost the proprietor a heavy, 
sum in the final accounting. Although these trif- 
ling injuries of the eyeball are not apparently dan- 
gerous at first, they call for most careful treat- 
ment, for often there follows, an ulcer of the cor- 
nea or covering of the eyeball, 'which is not only 
painful, and obstinate, but endangers, the integrity 
of the eye itself, and usually leaves more or' less 
permanent impairment- of -';the••vision, commonly 
nearsightedness ofthe injured eye. 
•

the eyes, to bathe them with some kind of "eye 
water" or drops every' day. The lining of the eyes 
and lids calls for such treatment no more than the 
lining of the lungs or stomach does.. The. tears are 
the best eye-wash yet invented, and the only one 
capable of ^injuring the eyes. "When the eyea look 
red or irritated or-feel sore or tired, or seem blurred 
or weak, then in stead^of trifling with them as 
though new ones were available at $1.40 a bushei,. 
it were discretion to seek the advice of the pjiysi- 
cian and oculist. '

The present fortifications are obso 


lete, except for \ery limited use. 


An air force must replace them. 
This is the first losson taught by 


the recent naval airplane te&ts off the 
Atlantic coast, when airplanes were 
used to sink warships in an effort to 
compare their offensive and defensive 
powers. 


As to the ability of airplanes to cope 


-with battleships, or to supplant them 
there is some disagreement. 


Says Brig. Gen. William Mitchell of 


the United States Air Service: "It ap- 
pears very much at the present time 
as if the battleship as a means of con- 
trolling the sea will give way to the 
airplane, and its auxiliary, the air- 
plane' earner, within 20 or 30 years. 


But Capt. William A. Moffett. chief 


of the aeronautical division of the 
navy, says: "The battleships at st.i. 
like the infantry on land, determine 
the final result. Aviation is an aux- 
iliary, like the submarine." 


Whether or not the airplanes can 


drive the battleships from the seas, 
this is true, according to a high army 
officer who cannot be named because 
of Secretary of War Week's order 
against discussion of the recent tests 
as they affect the army:
